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Double Patenting 

1 . A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

2. Claims 18-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention 
as that of claims 1 -2 and 1 2-1 5 of prior U.S. Patent No. 7,332,009. This is a double 
patenting rejection. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 23 and 25-26 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claims 23 and 25-26 depend on canceled claim 1 . Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 
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1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

6. Claims 1 8-21 and 23-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Read et al (US00609323) in view of Scholle (US004355742). 

Claims 18-21 and 23-27 are unpatentable for the least reason as stated in Office 
Action (dated 3/20/07) of Application No. 10/990,919, pages 2-9. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 22 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 22 contains allowable subject matter because prior art does not teach fairly 
suggested the coalescing stage comprises formed media positioned against an interior 
surface of an elliptical porous tube.
